according to the former, it is a native of Spain, according

Mr. MirIIER conſiders it as diſtint from the 7rime/ſ711s; 
Mr. Aiton has no al/theefolia in his Hort. Kew. we arc 
therefore to conclude that the a/7heefolia of MILLER, and the 
zrimeſiris of LIN Ns are one and the ſame ſpecies. 

Of the annuals commonly raiſed in our gardens, this 1s ane 


of the moſt ſhewy, as well as the moſt eafily cultivated ; 


ſeeds are to be ſown in March, on the borders where 125 
are to remain, the plants thinned as they come up, and kept 
clear of weeds. | 

It varies with white bloſſoms, and flowers from July 0 
September.

The radical leaves of plants uſually differ in ſhape from 
thoſe of the ſtalk, in ſome plants remarkably ſo; the Icpi- 
dium perfoliatum figured in the Flora Auſtriaca of Profeſſor 
Jacguin is a ſtriking inſtance of this diſſimilarity: the La- 
thyrus Aphaca, a Briuſh plant, figured in the Flora Lond. is 
ſtill more ſuch, as large entire leaf-like ſtipulæ grow in pairs 
on the ſtalk, inſtead of leaves, while the true leaves next the 
root, viſible when the plant firſt comes up from ſeed, are few 
in number, and thoſe pinnated. The preſent plant no lels 


_ admirably illuſtrates the above remark, the leaves which frit 


appear on the ſeedling plants being pinnated, as is repreſented 
in the ſmall figure on the plate, while thoſe which afterwards 
come forth grow in whorls. We have obſerved the ſame dil- 
poſition to produce diſſimilar leaves in ſeveral other ſpecies 
of Mimoſa, which have ariſen from Botany-Bay ſeeds, lately 
introduced. 1 : 

This ſingular ſpecies, on the authority of Mr. David NET. 
sox, is a native of New South-Wales, and was introduced 
to the royal garden at Kew by Sir Joszen Banks, Bart. 

We firſt ſaw it in flower, and have ſince ſeen it with ripe 
ſeed-pods, at Mr. Marcorw's, Kennington. 

It is properly a green-houle plant, and propagated only by 
ſeeds, which are to be ſown on a gentle hot-bed.

Grows ſpontaneouſly in various parts of France and Ger— 
many; Mr. PnILIT HuRLock lately ſhewed me ſome dried 


ſpecimens of this plant, which he gathered in the corn fields, 


on the Luneburgh Heide, in Upper Luſatia, where it grew 
plentifully, and afforded a plealing appearance to the curious 
traveller :—not ſo to the huſbandman, to whom it is as noxi— 
ous as the Convolvulus ardenſis (/mal! Bindweed) is with us, and 
equally difficult to cxtirpate, having powerfully creeping 
roots, which ſomewhat like the Helranihus inberoſus (commonly 
called Zeru/alem Artichoke) produce large tubera, and which 
like thoſe of that plant, are in high eſteem with ſome as an 
article of food, and as ſuch even cultivated abroad. 

It flowers from June to the end of Auguſt. It is certainly 
a beautiful hardy perennial, fimilar to (but of more humble 
growth) than the everlaſting pea, yet muſt be cautiouſly intro- 
duced on account of its creeping roots, by which it is moſt 
readily propagated, rarely ripening its leeds with us. | 

It is, perhaps, better ſuited to decorate the unclip'd hedge 
of the pleaſure-ground, than the border of the flower-garden.

* Is an annual plant which grows naturally in Aſia and Ame- 
*rica, but has been long cultivated for ornament in the 
* Engliſh gardens, and is generally known by the title of 
** Convolvulus major. Of this there are three or four laſting 
* varieties; the moſt common hath a purple flower, but there 
is one with a white, another with a red, and one with a 
whitiſh-blue flower, which hath white ſeeds. All theſe va- 
rieties I have cultivated many years, without obſerving them 
to change, If the ſeeds of thele ſorts are ſown in the ſpring, 
upon a warm border where the plants are deſigned to re- 
main, they will require no other culture but to keep them 
clear from weeds, and place ſome tall flakes down by them, 
tor their ſtalks to twine about, otherwiſe they will ſpread 
on the ground and make a bad appearance. Theſe plants, 
if they are properly ſupported, will riſe ten or twelve feet 
high in warm Summers: they flower in June, July, and 
Auguſt, and will continue till the froſt kills them. Their 
leeds ripen in autumn.“ Miller's Gard.

A native of France, Spain, and Italy, and diſtinguiſhable 
when in flower by the blue colour of its bloſſoms, which arc 
ſometimes however milk-white ; but its teed-pods afford a 
more certain mark of diſtinction, being unuſually ſhort, broad, 
and winged on the back. 


This ſpecies grows to the height of about two feet, and is 
uſually ſown in the ſpring with other annuals; though not io 
beautiful, it forms a contraſt to the ſweet and Tangier Pea, 
and may be introduced where there is plenty of room, or 4 
defire of poſſeſſing and knowing moſt of the plants of a

For this rare plant I am indebted to the very laudable exer— 
tious of a late Gardener of mine, Jamts SMirtn, who, in the 
ſpring of the year 1788, examining attentively the bog earth 
which had bcen brought over with ſome plants of the Dionæa 
Muſcipula, found ſeveral ſmall tooth-like knobby roots, which 
being placed in pots of the ſame earth, and plunged into a tan- 
pit having a gentle heat, produced plants the enſuing ſummer, 
two of which flowered, and from the ſtrongeſt of thoſe our 
figure was taken. 

From this circumſtance we learn, that this ſpecies is a 
native of South Carolina, and properly a bog plant, growing 
ſpontaneouſly with the Dionea Muſcipula. 8 

Both Mr. DRYAN DER and Dr. J. E. Smithy aſſure me, 
that it is the true Limodorum tuberoſum of LIN NÆπu us; the one 
uſually. called by that name is a native of the Weſt-Indies, 
and treated as a ſtove plant. : 

From the little experience we have had of the management 
of this ſpecies, it appears to us to be ſcarcely hardy enough for 
the open border, yet not tender enough to require a ſtove. We 
have ſucceeded belt by treating it in the manner above men- 
tioned; we may obſerve, that the tan-pit ſpoken of was built 
in the open garden, not in a ſtove, and was for the purpoſe of 
raiſing plants or ſeeds by a gentle heat, as well as for ſtriking 
- cuttings and ſecuring plants from cold in the winter. 
Our figure will make a deſcription of the plant unneceſſary, 
its flowcring ſtem with us has ariſen to the height of a foot 
and a half, the number of flowers has not exceeded five. 
In its moſt luxuriant ſtate it will probably be found much 
larger, and to produce more flowers.

Grows ſpontaneouſly out of the crevices of the rocks in the 
South of France; flowers in our gardens in July and Auguſt; 
is a very hardy perennial, and in ſheltered ſituations retains 
its leaves all the year. 


The ſingular manner in which the leaves are attached to 
the flowering ſtem, deſerves to be noticed. 


As many of the ſucculent plants are tender, and require a 
Green-houſe in the winter, cultivators of planis are apt indil- 


criminately to extend the ſame kind of care to the whole 
| tribe, 
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tribe, hence it is not uncommon to find this and many other 
ſimilar hardy plants, nurſed up in the Green-houſe or ftoye 
when they would thrive much better on a wall or piece of 
rock-work, for the decoration of which this plant in particular 
is admirably adapted. | 


Like moſt of the Sedum tribe it may readily be propagated 
by cuttings, or parting its roots in autumn. 


Donoxzvs' figure admirably repreſents its habit. 


According to the Hort. Kew, it was cultivated in this coun- 
iry by GERARD, in 1590.

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In order that we may give our readers an opportunity of 
ſeeing a coloured repreſentation of one of the moſt ſcarce and 
magnificent plants introduced into this country, we have in 
his number deviated from our uſual plan, with reſpett to the 
plates, and though in fo doing we ſhall have the pleaſure of 
ratifying the warm wiſhes of many of our readers, we are 
ot without our apprehenſions leaſt others may not feel perfectly 
ell ſatisfied ; ſhould it prove ſo, we wiſh ſuch to reſt aſſured 
Bat this is a deviation in which we ſhall very rarely indulge, 
ind never but when ſomething uncommonly beautiful or 
ntereſting preſents itſelf: to avoid the imputation of intereſted 

notives, we wiſh our readers to be apprized that the expences 
ttendant on the preſent number, in conſequence of ſuch de- 
ation, have been conſiderably argmented, not lowered. 


It is well known to many Botaniſts, and others, who have 
xperienced Sir Joszyu Baxxs's well known liberality, that 
revious to the publication of the Hortus Kezvenſrs. he made a 
ew genus of this plant, which had before been conſidered as 
Ipecies of Heliconia, and named it Streli/zia in honour of ow 


moſt gracious Queen CuARTLOr TE; coloured engravings of 
which, executed under his direction, he preſented to his 
particular friends; impreſſions of the ſame plate have been 
given in the aforeſaid work, in which we are informed that. 
this plant was introduced to the royal garden at Kew, by Sir 
Jos Ern Banks, Bart. in the year 1773, Where it lately 
flowered—of ſome other plants introduced after that period 
from the Cape, of which 1t 1s a native, one {lowered in the 
Pine ſtove of BAMBER Gascovng, Elq. ſeveral years ago, 
from whence Mr. M:iiLiar drew his figure, and the plant from 
which our drawing was made flowered this ſpring, in the bark 
ſtove of the garden belonging to the Apothecarics Company, 
at Chelſea, where it will alſo foon flower again. 


This plant has uſually been confined to the ſtove, where it 
| has been placed in a pot, and plunged into the tan, as the 
plants in ſuch ſituations uſually are; it has been found that 
when the roots have been confined to the narrow limits of a 
pot, the plant has rarely or never flowered, but that when the 
roots have by accident extended into the rotten tan, it has 
readily thrown up flowering it@ns, the beſt praQtice therefore, 
not only with this, but many other plants, 1s to let the roots 
have plenty of earth to ſtrike into. As it is a Cape plant it 

may perhaps be found to ſucceed beſt in the conſervatory, 


It has not, that we know of, as yet ripened its ſeeds in this 
country; till it does, or-good ſeeds of it ſhall be imported, it 
muſt remain a very ſcarce and dear plant, as it is found to 
increaſe very flowly by its roots: plants are ſaid to be fold at 

the Cape for Three Guineas cach. 5 


General Deſcription of the STRELITZIA REGINEZ. 


From a perennial ſtringy root ſhoot forth a conſiderable 
number of leaves, ſtanding upright on long footſtalks, from 
a ſheath of ſome one of which, near its baſe, ſprings the 
flowering ſtem, ariſing ſomewhat higher than the leaves, and 
terminating in an almoſt horizontal long-pointed ſpatha, con- 
taining about ſix or eight flowers, which becoming vertical-as 
they ſpring forth, form a kind of creſt, which the glowing 
orange of the Corolla, and fine azur ob the Nettary, n

truly ſuperb. The outline in the third plate of this number, 
is intended to give our readers an idea of its general habit and 
mode of growth. | | 


Particular Deſcription of the ſame. 


ROOT perennial, ſtringy, ſomewhat like that of the tawny 
Day-lily (Hemerocallis fulva); ſtrings the thickneſs 
of the little finger, blunt at the extremity, extending 
horizontally, if not confined, to the diſtance of 
many feet, 


LEAVES numerous, ſtanding upright on their footſtalks, 
about a foot in length, and four inches in breadth, 
ovato-oblong, coriaceous, ſomewhat fleſhy, rigid, 
ſmooth, concave, entire on the edges, except on 
one fide towards the baſe, where they are more or 
leſs curled, on the upper fide of a deep green co- 
lour, on the under fide covered with a fine glaucous 
meal, midrib hollow above and yellowiſh, veins 
unbranched, prominent on the inſide, and impreſſed 
on the outſide of the leaf, young leaves rolled up. 


LEAF-STALKS about thrice the length of the leaves, up- 
right, ſomewhat flattened, at bottom furniſhed with 
a ſheath, and received into each other, all radical. 


SCAPUS or flowering ſtem unbranched, ſomewhat taller 
than the leaves, proceeding from the ſheath of one 
of them, upright, round, not perfectly ſtraight, nearly 
of an equal thickneſs throughout, of a glaucous hue, 
covered with four or five ſheaths which cloſely em- 
brace it. Two or more flowering ſtems ſpring from 

the ſame root, according to the age of the plant.

Such were the appearances which preſented themſelves to 
us in the plant which flowered at the Chelſea Garden; that 
they are liable to conſiderable variation is apparent from the 
figure of Mr. MiLLaR, which appears to have been drawn 
from a very luxuriant ſpecimen, as two ſpathæ grow from one 
flowering ſtem, the ſtigma is alſo remarkably convoluted, 
many other appearances are likewiſe repreſented, which our 
plant did not exhibit: in the figure given in the Horns Retvenſis, 
the ſtigma appears to have ſeparated from the nettary on the 
firſt opening of the flower, and to be ſplit into three parts, 
neither of which circumſtances took place in our plant tin 
they were both in a decaying ſtate.

This ſpecies of Narciſſus, though well deſcribed and figured 
by the old Botaniſts, eſpecially PARK IN SON, has been over— 
looked by LIN NÆus. 

It is undoubtedly the 72comparable Daffodil of Pax RIx sox, 
figured in his Garden of Pleaſant Flowers; and the ncompa-_ 
rabilis of MiLLER's Dif. ed. 6. 470. the latter informs us, 
that he received roots of it from Spain and Portugal, which 
fixes its place of growth. 

It is a very hardy bulbous plant, and flowers in April; 
its ſingle ſtate it is very ornamental, the petals are uſually Fo 
yellow, and the nectary inclined to orange, which towards the 
brim is more brilliant in ſome than in others; in its double 
ſtate, it is well known to Gardeners, by the name of Butter and 
Egg Narciſſus, and of this there are two varieties, both of 
which produce large ſhewy flowers, the one with colours ſimi- 
lar to what we have above deſcribed, which is the moſt com- 
mon, the other with petals of a pale ſulphur colour, almoſt 
white, and the neQtary bright orange; this, which is one of 
the moſt ornamental of the whole tribe, 1s named in the Dutch 
catalogues, the Orange Phenix 3 its bloſſoms are ſo large as 


frequently to require ſupporting; its bulbs may be had of

The Hyacinthus racemoſus and botryordes are both cultivated 
in gardens, but the former here figured is by far the molt 
common; racemoſus and botryordes, though different words, are 
expreſſive of the ſame meaning, the former being derived from 
the Latin term racemus, the latter from the Greek one Borg, 
both of which ſignify a bunch of grapes, the form of which 
the infloreſcence of theſe plants ſomewhat reſembles, and 
hence they have both been called Grape Hyacinths, but as 
confuſion thereby ariſes, we have thought it better to call this 
ſpecies the Starch Hyacinth, the {mell of the flower in the 
general opinion reſembling that ſubſtance, and leave the 
name of Grape Hyacinth for the botryoides. 

The Hyacinthus racemoſus grows wild in the corn fields of 
Germany, in which it increaſes ſo faſt by offsets from the 
root as to prove a very troubleſome weed, and on this ac- 
count it muſt be cautiouſly introduced into gardens.

We have ſound the Nurſerymen very apt to miſtake it for

We are more and more convinced, that in our eagerneſs 
for novelties, we daily loſe plants by far more ornamental 
than the new ones we introduce; the preſent, a moſt charm- 
ing ſpring plant, with which the Gardens abounded in the 
time of PaxkIxSOx, is now a great rarity; its bloſſoms, 
which are uncommonly brilliant, come forth in April, and, 
like thoſe of many other plants, appear to advantage only 
when the ſun ſhines. 

It may be propagated either by ſeeds, or by parting its 


roots in Autumn, in the former way we may obtain many _ 


beautiful varieties.

generally do from ſevere froſts. In a little green- -houſe which 
I had in my late garden, Lambeth-Marſh, moſt of the plants 
became ablolutely mouldy; in ſuch ſealons then, though in 
point of cold the plants may not require it, we mult diſſipate 
the ſuperfluous moiſture * gentle heat.

The Rubus arcticus grows wild in the northern parts of 
Europe and America, in moiſt, ſandy, and gravelly places. 
LixxNzvus has figured and minutely deſcribed it in his Flora 
Lapponica, out of gratitude, as he expreſſes himſelf, for the 
benefits reaped from it in his Lapland journey, by the nefta- 
reous wine of whole berries he was ſo often recruited when 
linking with hunger and fatigue ; he obſerves that the princi— 
pal people in the north of Sweden make a ſyrup, a jelly, 
and a wine, from the berries, which they partly conſume 
themſelves, and partly tranſmit to Stockholm, as a dainty of 
the moſt delicious kind; and truly he adds, of all the wild 
Swediſh berrics this holds the firſt place. 


Our figure does not correſpond altogether with Linnzus's 
deſcription, but it is drawn as the plant grew ; culture doubtleſs 


made 1t produce mure than its uſual number of flowering 
items and petals, 


It grows readily and increaſes rapidly in bog-earth, on a 


north border, and flowers in May and June, but very rarely 
ripens its fruit in Gardens.

Moſt of the old Botaniſts arranged this plant, the racemoſus, 
and others having almoſt globular flowers with the Hyacinths. 
TouRNETORT, ſtruck with the difference of their appearance, 
made a diſtintt genus of them under the name of Maſcari, 
in which he is followed by MirILER, and ſhould have been 
by Lixxzus, for they differ ſo much that no ſtudent would 
conſider the preſent plant as belonging to the ſame genus 
with the Hare-bell. : 

This ſpecies grows wild in the corn-fields of Spain, Portu- 
gal, and fome parts of Germany, and flowers in May and 

une. 

It is diſtinguiſhed more by its ſingularity than beauty, the 
flowers on the ſummit of the ſtalk differing widely in colour 
from the others, and being moſtly barren: Pa RRINSON ſays, 
* the whole ſtalke with the flowers upon it, doth ſomewhat 
« reiemble a long Purle taſſell, and thereupon divers Gentle- 
« women have ſo named 1t.”

GRIMwOO DS and Co. which divided at 
top into three branches, from one of which our figure was 
drawn. | | 

It obviouſly differs from the other more tender plants ol 
this genus, in the colour of its flowers, which are of a fine 
ſcarlet, with large white ſomewhat rhomboidal ſpots, on 
ſeveral of the lowermoſt diviſions of the Corolla; ſtrong 
plants will throw up a ſtem three or four feet high. _ 

It is moſt probably a native of the Cape, flowers with us 
in July and Auguſt, and is increaſed by offsets from the 
bulbs; mult be treated like the Ixias and other ſimilar Cape

The ſtalks of this ſpecies are uſually of a bright red colour, 
and covered with little warts; the leaves are ſmall with many 
depreſſions on their upper ſides like ſcars; the flowers are not 
always ſolitary, but frequently form a kind of Corymbus. 

It is a hardy green-houſe plant, and readily propagated by 
cuttings. 

It flowers during moſt of the Summer. 

CLus1vs informs us in his Hi. pl. rar. p. 68. that he 
received from Thomas PENNY, a Phyſician of London, in 
the year 1580, a figure of this elegant plant, and who the 
next year ſhewed a dried ſpecimen of the ſame in London, 
which had been gathered in the Ifland of Majorca, and 
named by him pwupro-vicev, or Myrtle-Ciſtus *; it appears there— 
fore that this plant has long been known, if not cultivated in 

this country. 
Me may remark that CLus1us's figure of this plant 1s not 
equally expreſſive with many of his others.

This new ſpecies of Kalmia which we have called %a, 
the ſtalk, leaves, and calyx, being covered with ſtrong hairs, 
was imported from Carolina in the Spring of 1790, by 
Mr. WartsoN, Nurſeryman at Iflington, with whom leveral 
plants of it flowered this preſent Autumn, about the middle 
of September, from one of which our drawing was made. 

The plants were brought over with their roots encloſed in 
balls of the earth in which they naturally grew, which on 
being examined appeared of a blackiſh colour, and full of 
littering particles of ſand; ſimilar indeed to the bog-carth 
which we find on our moors and heaths; there 1s therefore 
little doubt (for no account accompanied the plants) but this 
Kalmia grows on mooriſh heaths, or in ſwamps. 

In its general appearance it bears ſome reſemblance to the 
Andromeda Dabecii : from the ſpecimens we have ſeen its uſual 
height would appear to be from two to three feet ; it grows 
upright; the flowers which are about the {1zc of thoſe of the 
Kalmia glauca, are of a purple colour, and contrary to all the 
other known Kalmia's grow in racemi.

From Peru, as might be expetted, the preſent plant found 
its way into Spain, from whence by the means of his beloved 
friend ALs TRE MER, LiNNA&uUs firlt received ſeeds of it; the 
value he ſet on the acquiſition is evident from the great care 
he took of the ſeedling plants, preſerving them through the 
winter in his bed-chamber. TD 

According to Mr. Arro, this ſpecies was introduced to 

the Royal Garden at Kew, by Meſſrs. KENNEDY and LEE, 
as long ago as the year 1753- , 

Being a mountainous plant, it is found to be much more 
hardy than the Liglu already figured, and is generally treated 
as a greeh-houſe plant; it is found, however, to flower and 
ripen its ;ſeeds better under the glaſs of a hot-bed frame,

It flowers from [une to October, and, though a perennial, 
is generally railed from ſeeds, yet may ſometimes be increaſed 
by parting its roots, which ſomewhat reſemble thoſe of the 
aſparagus: the ſeeds ſhould be ſown in the ſpring, in a pot 
of light earth, on a gentle hot-bed, either of dung or tan.

the ſpring is thought to be all-fullicient; hence the flower 
garden, which in Auguſt, September, and part of Ottober, 
might be covered with a profuſion of bloom, exhibits little 
more than the decayed ſtems of departed annuals.

BApTISTA Fennantus, by whom 1t was deſcribed, and 

very well figured, in his Flora ſeu de Florum Cultura, publiſhed 

at Amſterdam, in 1646. 

Mr. MILLER informs us, that he received roots of this plant 


from Dr. Jos BAS TER, F. R. S. of Zirkzee, who obtained 


it from the Cape, of which it is a native. 

In the vegetable line, it is certainly one of the moſt fingular
